City council considers moving assets to Epcor 


EDMONTON CITY COUNCIL WILL DECIDE 
this fall whether the city's sewage and 
drainage services will be transferred to 
Epcor. 

A report commissioned by the city man- 
ager’s office found that the move could 
increase profits for the city by $9-million a 
year, Following the report by PriceWater- 
houseCoopers, Epcor submitted a proposal 
to have the services transferred. 

The sewage and drainage system in 
Edmonton is worth $7.8-billion, making up 
40 per cent of the city's total assets. Moving 
the utility to Epcor would be one of the 
biggest transfers of asset control in Edmon- 
ton’s history. 

“We're talking about moving a multi-mil- 
lion dollar asset and we don’t take that light- 
ly,” says city councilor Mike Nickel. “It's 
about delivering value—we have to deter- 
mine who can best provide these services to 
citizens.” 

Under the terms of the proposed trans- 
fer, Epcor has promised that none of the 
over 500 employees working for sewer and 
drainage services will be laid off. In addition, 
Epcor will guarantee that the quality of ser- 
vice will at least maintain status quo, if not 
improve. 

Epcor is responsible for water service in 
50.communities across Alberta, and manages 
water and sewage for another seven com- 
munities in British Columbia and Alberta. 
Special projects manager Brain Gerdes says 
the transfer would be an opportunity for 
Epcor to use its experience in Edmonton. 

“This is a win-win situation in front of 
council,” he says. “There are terrific oppor- 
tunities for growth while ensuring that ser- 
vice remains excellent” 

If the transfer is improved, Edmonton 
could see a profit increase of 83-million over 
the next decade. Gerdes also says there 
should be no concerns about the quality of 
service deteriorating if Epcor takes over the 
asset. He points to Epcor’s 1996 takeover of 
water services as an example. 

“Water quality has improved significantly 
since Epcor took over,” he says. “Alberta 
Environment says they're leaders in water 
quality in Canada and that Epcor is two steps 
ahead of them.” 

Not everyone is convinced the proposed 
transfer is the best thing for Edmonton resi- 
dents, however. The manager of Drainage 
Services says moving the asset to Epcor 
could be more trouble than it’s worth. 
“When you tear a system apart, it takes 


some time for it to get back on its feet,” says 
Kurt Sawatzky. “It won't be the efficient sys- 
tem we have in place now.” 

The president of the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees, Local 30, says he’s con- 
cerned that control of a public asset will no 
longer be in the hands of city council 

“They're at arms-length from the city and 
they have different objectives,” says Alex 
Grimaldi. “Right now the city does things, 
because it’s a service. Epcor’s main focus is 
the bottom line.” 

Epcor Utilities Inc. is a separate corpora- 
tion with a single shareholder—the City of 
Edmonton. City council appoints a board of 
governors for Epcor, who in turn hires a 
CEO and president, who manages the com- 
Pany- 

Grimaldi says there are concerns that 
Epcor will eventually separate entirely from 
the City of Edmonton, becoming a full- 
fledged private company. 

“tt wasn't long ago that we fought off the 
sale of Epcor,” he says. “God knows, we'd 
end up with another Telus.” 

Councilor Nickel says he’s waiting to hear 
the results of a feasibility study before mak- 
ing a decision on how he will vote on the 
proposed transfer. That study will be pre- 
sented to council on Sept. 13. 

“What this really boils down to is 
whether this will improve the quality of life 
for residents,” he says. “It’s up to Epcor to 
make that case.” 

A public hearing on the proposal will be 
held on Sept. 27, at which time city council 
could decide whether to approve the trans- 
fer.

Is Edmonton sprawling? 


EDMONTON'S MAYOR IS DENYING CLAIMS 
that the city has an urban sprawl problem. 

A recent report commissioned by the 
Sierra Club finds that the majority of Alber- 
ta's cities are facing major urban sprawl 
problems 

According to the report, urban sprawi 
results in the development of areas that are 
strictly commercial, industrial or residential 
This forces people to drive to other areas of 
the city in order to go to work, to school or 
to access other necessary services. As a 
result, huge amounts of land are used for 
low-density developments, and traffic jams 
increase. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel says urban sprawl 
may be a problem elsewhere in Alberta, but 
not in Edmonton. 

“Urban sprawl means you're leapfrogging 
from different areas when it comes to devel- 
opment,” says Mandel. “I think we're grow- 
ing in an effective manner.” 

The study's author, former city councilor 
Allan Bolstad, says Edmonton is doing better 
than some other communities when it 
comes to smart growth, but adds that symp- 
toms of urban sprawl are already apparent in 
Edmonton. 

“We've got a huge number of neighbour- 
hoods that have very little else than houses,” 
he says. “Everybody has to drive, everybody 
has to leave their neighbourhood to do any- 
thing.” 

But Mandel says Edmontonians are 
choosing to live in newer neighbourhoods 
because it suits their lifestyle 

“Some people want to live in the inner 
city neighbourhoods, but not everyone 
does,” he says.

Currently, services such as schoo 
transit are only provided when new 
bourhoods reach a certain size. Mandel says 
it's a way of encouraging people to move to 
neighbourhoods where those services are 
already provided. 

But Bolstad says that practice is counter 
productive. 

“We can't abandon new areas of the 
city,” he says. “You're going to see huge 
amounts of cars as all of these people try to 
get to the services they need.” 

He says projections suggest that Alberta's 
biggest cities will see steady population 
growth within the next 30 years. And unless 
Edmonton's city council develops a land use 
plan to ensure smart growth, urban sprawl 
could cripple the city within a few decades. 

“According to projections, Calgary is 
going to be a monster in a few years,” he 
says.

entific explanations for 
the tree’s miraculous colour, and 
the impact the weather has ona 
coastal region that “supports more 
living tissue, by weight, than any 
other ecosystem, including the 
equatorial jungle.” 

Ironically, while it was logging 
that radicalized the environmental- 
ist in Hadwin, he simultaneously 
underwent psychiatric spiral. 

He preferred to be alone, 
surviving in the bush for long peri- 
ods as he cruised for timber. He 
witnessed the staggering losses to 
the environment with “cut and 
run” logging. 

“Woods-wise and tree-friendly 
as they may be,” writes Vaillant, 
“their observations are destined to 
have a dramatic, if not catastrophic, 
impact on the landscape. They are 
the last people to see the forest 
intact.” The angry ex-logger began 
letter-writing campaigns that grew 
increasingly obsessive and 
paranoid. 

On a frigid January night, Had- 
win stripped naked and swam 
across the Yakoun River—towing a 
chainsaw behind him. It was time 
to protest his “rage and hatr 
toward companies like MacMillian 
Bloedel and Weyerhaeuser. Oddly, 
his target was the spruce. This sin- 
gle act galvanized loggers, environ- 
mentalists, and Haida activists, 
uniting former enemies around a 
fallen tree (the creation mythology

of which begins with a young man 
shitting on a beach). People wanted 
Hadwin’s head on a plate. This 
puzzled him. “Right now, people 
are focusing all their anger on me,” 
Hadwin told a reporter, “when 
they should focus it on the destruc- 
tion going on around them.” He 
believed that by removing the freak 
of nature, he could draw attention 
to the clear cuts everywhere else. 
He was arrested, charged and 
ordered to stand trial. Then Had- 
win and his kayak disappeared. 


GONE GAGIID 

Vaillant has crafted a fascinating 
story about the power and pull of 
nature on humankind, vividly 
evoking a pristine wilderness and 
one man’s descent into psychosis. 
He deftly answers the question, 
“Why would a former logger turn 
radical environmentalist to save 
trees by killing the rarest of 
them all?”

These dishes belong to a cuisine 

popularly known as "Indian 
Chinese," a blending of Chinese 
cooking styles and Indian tastes. For 
years Indian Chinese has been 
included in many restaurant menus 
in India and is popular at roadside 
eateries as well. Unlike the Chinese 
cuisine served in traditional Chinese 
restaurants, this style has a strong 
bias towards spicier, more pro- 
nounced flavours 

Jason Perlow, who heads the 
online food community egullet.org, 
calls the cuisine "tangy fusion." He 
first sampled the cuisine at an Indian 
Chinese restaurant near his home- 
town in New Jersey. 

"For example, Sichuan paneer 
treats Indian paneer cheese as if it 
were the main meat component of a 
dish," Perlow said. "It is flash-fried in 
batter and then stir-fried in a tangy, 
spicy sauce made with tamarind. 
Tamarind is a major component of 
Indian Chinese cooking, but it is 
essentially an alien ingredient in tra- 
ditional Sichuan, Hunan, Cantonese, 
and Mandarin cuisines.” 

The Chinese have been residents 
of India for more than two centuries. 
The early settlers who came to India 
from China brought with them the 
traditional styles of Cantonese and 
Hakka cooking. As they assimilated, 
their cooking took on local Indian 
flavours, said Smita Chandra in her 
book, Cuisines of India. A satisfying 
hybrid cuisine was borne out of a 
shared sense of identity between two 
very different communities.

FUSION PIONEER 

One of the pioneers of this cuisine 
in restaurants in the 1970s was 
Nelson Wang, a restaurateur of 
Chinese origin based in Mumbai 
(previously known as Bombay). 
Wang added Indian condiments to 
his Chinese dishes in his restaurants. 
One of his creations epitomizes this 
cuisine: Manchurian. A Manchurian 
dish offers deep-fried chicken or 
other ingredients bathed in a tempt- 
ing sauce of red and green chilies 
and soy sauce. 

This hybrid-style of cooking is 
gaining in popularity. 

"This atomic fusion of Indian 
spices and Chinese ingredients is a 
tantalizing experience for the 
mouth," said Chicago-based Indian 
cooking instructor Medini Pradhan. 
"All of us who have moved out of the 
country still crave this cuisine, and 
Indian restaurateurs are listening to 
our cravings. You will find quite a 
few Indian Chinese restaurants in 
many major cities in the U.S., even in 
Chicago now.”

Perlow offered insight from a non-

While he has always attacked

An expansive generosity of 
spirit places Sembene alongside Jean 
Renoir, who once famously noted 
that “every man has his reasons,” as 
one of the most perceptive and 
understanding of commentators on 
the human condition. It is his refusal 
to pass judgment upon his charac- 
ters that makes his most recent film 
Moolaadé so compelling, and, ulti- 
mately, such a successful argument 
for women’s emancipation. 

Much of the impact of the film 
itself relies on the details of charac-

Moolaadé are never less than fully 
realized. How refreshing, too, to see 
their tiny village portrayed neither 
as a sensuously exotic paradise, nor 
as the stereotypical African commu- 
nity brought to its knees by priva- 
tion and its own backwardness, but 
rather as a self-sufficient enclave, 
brimming with vitality and a some- 
how entirely truthful exuberance 
belying the fact that, for example, lis- 
tening to the radio is a privilege. 
Despite the fact that the narrative 
builds up to a stirring condemnation 
of the controversial practice of 
female excision (genital mutilation), 
people do not become the mere ani- 
mated points of view that one so 
often finds in the typical politically 
engaged drama, something perhaps 
all the more pleasantly surprising in 
view of the fact that Sembene, him- 
self a confirmed Marxist, served his 
filmmaking apprenticeship under 
Soviet directors like Sergei Gerasi- 
mov and Mark Donskoi.

OVER THE YEARS I HAVE HAD THE 
pleasure of attending a number of 
movie sneak previews, but I will 
long remember the Edmonton pre- 
miere of The Sisterhood of the Travel- 
ing Pants, Ken Kwapis’ film of Ann 
Brashares’ best-selling novel, not 
because the movie was particularly 
good—it was about as good as one 
might expect—but because the cir- 
cumstances of the screening were so 
bizarre. Never before have I been 
subjected to two full body searches

devices,” before being allowed into 
the theatre, not even, | might add, 
when I went to see last summer's hit 
for the under-sixteen crowd, Harry 
Potter and the Prisoner of Azkaban. 

Tl admit that my initial irritation 
soon gave way to curiosity, and even 
that I began to consider the possibili- 
ty that what I had assumed tobe 
nothing more than the latest teen- 
weepy chick flick was, in fact, far 
more special. I'll even admit that for 
a few moments I entertained the 
possibility that it might be magical, 
like the titular “traveling pants,” a 
pair of jeans that, mysteriously, per- 
fectly fit four girlfriends of widely 
divergent shapes, sizes, and person- 
ality types. 

On the whole, however, as a pub- 
licity stunt, the ridiculously height- 
ened security backfired, since almost 
no. movie, however good, could 
hope to live up to this kind of 
advanced billing.

FROM THE HALLS OF ACADEME TO THE 
st of the world, Theatresports is 
a populist entertainment. Back in 
1976, University of Calgary drama 
professor Keith Johnstone devel- 
oped the form as a training tool for 
budding actors, and as a way to 
inject theatre audiences with the 
same kind of enthusiasm usually 
reserved for sports. It caught on with 
performers and audiences alike, 
spre. -ading tentacles across North 
America and leaping like a comedic 
SARS epidemic into the cities of 
Europe, Australia and Africa 
Which is why Rapid Fire Theatre 
Artistic Director Chris Craddock is 
ready to welcome the world at 
Improvaganza 2005. “It’s Universi- 
ade all over again!” The festival, the 
largest of its kind in Canada, espous- 
es both Theatresports’ hometown 
and its cosmopolitan feel—present- 
ing eleven teams from Canada and 
abroad. Craddock notes that this 
year’s Improvaganza, with its mix- 
ture of personalities from Berlin, 
Slovenia, Canada, the States and Bel- 
gium presents the hometown audi- 
ence with an opportunity to sample 
improv’s many flavours: “Certainly 
all companies are different, and just 
because you're from Europe doesn’t 
necessarily mean you’re awesome... 
but it does happen to sort of mean 
that in many, many cases”. 
European = fabulousness? Cer- 
tainly it is to be expected in areas of 
fashion, food and wine, but im i 
sation as well? Say it isn’t so Mr. 
Craddock! It appears that, despite 
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And they’v 


the popularity of those chameleons 
on Whose Line is it Ampway?, North 
American audiences need to get 
themselves some improv 
edumacation. 

“The European companies play to 
European audiences and [those 
audiences] are more patient with 
having some art in their improv. 
They aren’t so demanding of that 
constant stream of comedy, they 
actually look for and appreciate a 
sense of pathos and can take a little 
more of a dramatic timbre to the 
whole thing”. 


JUST NOT FUNNY ANYMORE 

Craddock goes on to note that 
moments of drama tend to be 
viewed vaguely masturbatory by the 
home crowd. “Maybe we need to 
educate our audiences. | think in 
North America, improv is something 
that is only for comedy, something 
that has lots of entertainment merit, 
but not as much artistic merit”. 

It seems a rather damning assess- 
ment of the incredibly diverse strata 
that flocks to the Varscona every Fri- 
day and Saturday evening, but it’s a 
two-way street. The actors, both 
rookie and veteran, are behooved to 
improve their art. Rapid Fire Theatre 
operates on a mostly volunteer basis 
and the stable of artists ranges from 
teenagers to the highly respected, 
longtime talents of Mark Meer et al. 
As Artistic Director, Craddock is 
working to instill new levels of pro- 
fessionalism in his internationally 
respected company. “[I want it to 
be] very much a show and not just a 
hobby; that the audience is here at 
an event and not just voyeurs in 
[our] living room while we joke 
around for each other. We were 

ifting into that area’. 

To that extent, admission is now 
by audition only, rather than referral, 














They made that up 


and the first act, which at times in the 
past has resembled a classroom for 
the rookies, is more integrated, with 
the old pros putting the neophytes 
through their paces in “a less scholas- 
tic manner”. Bluntly, Craddock says 
he would like “These shows start to 
pay the bills for our improvisers 
more than they 

do now”. 

Despite the historically rather ad 
hoc approach, Rapid Fire Theatre is 
the winner of many a trophy, and 
bragging rights at international festi- 
vals, and Craddock continues to 
soak up new ideas and approaches. 
“It’s a cross-pollination of ideas. 
[Festivals] have been a powerful 
thing for Rapid Fire on all kinds of 
levels. We send someone to a festi- 
val, and they always come back 








more confident, a better improviser 
and more in charge on-stage. We've 
been really inspired by the festivals. 
Jacob [Banigan] came home from the 
Seattle Festival, and the stuff he 
learned there eventually led to 
Chimprov—we didn’t always have 
a long-form improv show. We only 
did theatre sports”. 

Done properly, Craddock says 
Theatresports continues to fulfill the 
original educational mandate of its 
begetter Keith Johnstone—and not 
just for the budding thespians with 
their sparkling eyes fixed upon a 
theatrical career, “It’s tremendously 
valuable for writers. I think improv 
is the best thing a young writer can 
do for him/herself—if they have any 
ability at all to get up on stage— 
because you're constantly thinking

FOLKTALE 
June 11, 7 pm; June 12, 6 pm; Roxy Theatre 





In this twisted tale from the pen of 
Bohdan Tarasenko, the audience is 
plunged deep into the travails of a 
not-so-functional family unit living 
even deeper in the heart of a mythic 
Middle-European forest. 

With a mixture of scatology, 
absurdist juxtaposition, and dark 
mythology, Tarasenko leads us into 
the world of Yurij, a young man 
unable to face the guilt that stems 
from a tragic incident long years 
ago. Baba, is locked in resentment, 
hatred and a bloody desire for 
revenge for the incident, which left 
Dido, her husband, of no use to her 
as a man or provider. Tarasenko 
draws upon several sources for his 
tale, including ancient life-cycle 
myths and. to some extent, the 
Brothers Grimm. The result is a 
potent emotional stew. 

What detracts from the drama is a 
bit of an over-reliance on “shit 
humour.” The initial image of Yurij 
cowering in the outhouse strum- 
ming his mandolin while Baba and 
her meat cleaver rage indoors is 
hilarious, but tends to get a bit one- 
note after a while. Later scenes with 
the spirit of a deer and Dido reveal 
both sophisticated wit and sensitivi-

Funky teutonic tech 


Kraftwerk automated funk and processed poetry to perfection

“WIR SIND DIE ROBOTER [We 
are the robots],” sings the vocoded 
voice of Florian Schneider, fixating 
one of the past century’s most bril- 
liant musical visions. Kraftwerk’s 
somewhat extravagant excursions in 
the outback of the German experi- 
mental scene had gradually 
changed from the improvisational 
debut (as Organisation) on Tone 
Float through later albums like Auto- 
bahn and Trans-Europa Express into a 
modemnistic and highly-stylized pop 
music that reached its maturity on 
Die Mensch-Maschine (The Man- 
Machine). At the same time, 
Kraftwerk strengthened the impres- 
sion of the group as “sonic engi- 
eers” or technicians rather than an 
ordinary band of musicians. Or—to 
emphasize the connection with the 
Slavic word for work—“robots.” 
The album was recorded in the 
band’s own Kling Klang studio but 
was mixed in Studio Rudas—at the 
time one of Diisseldorf’s most mod- 
em and well-equipped studios. Lea- 
nard Jackson, one of Norman Whit- 
field’s studio engineers, was flown 
in from Los Angeles to assist the 
studio's proprietor, Joschko Rudas, 
with the final mix. As Jackson 
arrived in Diisseldorf, he was taken 
anti merely by the unusually

BACK TO THE FUTURE 

Like most pop music recorded in 
the last couple of decades, Die Men- 
sch-Maschine was inspired by Amer- 
ican artists. Kraftwerk had picked 
up the grooves of rhythm & blues 
winding their way from the south- 
em states to the dance floors of funk 
and disco, finding inspiration in, 
among other things, the records 
produced by Norman Whitfield—a 
perpetually experimenting produc- 
er, who never used the same record- 
ing technique or setup twice. 

But Die Mensch-Maschine is also a 
European revolution. Kraftwerk 
had several contemporaries that 
experimented with completely new 
soundscapes—bands like Neu!, 
Faust, and Can—but not with pop 
music, not with anything with even 
a hint of hit potential (apart from 
Kraftwerk’s own “Autobahn” and 
“Radioaktivitat (Radio-Activity)", 
and Can’s (“Spoon”), and certainly 
nothing that sounded particularly 
European. 

For Kraftwerk, the goal had ini- 
tially been to reevaluate and recre- 
ate a specifically German culture 





that the Second World War had so 
effectively discredited and discard 
ed. On Die Mensch-Maschine this 
goal was expanded to include the 
European me »dernist movements 
from the Bauhaus in Dessau to 
Zenith in Zagreb, whose visions of 
brighter futures had been crushed 
and obliterated under the heel of 
totalitarian social realism 

Kraftwerk used and combined 
synthesizers, vocoders, custom-built 
sequencers, rudimentary rhythm 
boxes, and home made drum pads 
in a fashion unlike anything previ 
ously heard. Their present and 
future were presented from the 
point of view of an era long gone—a 
perhaps old-fashioned, simpler, and 
more naive point of view. But a 
view that made their observations 
all the more striking 

When Autobalin was released in 
November 1974 it had surely been a 
long time since anyone had reflected 
over the mundane task of driving 
down the highway as anything 
other than an automatic, almost 
invisible part of everyday life. When 
Radioaktivitat, released a year later, 
toyed with the concept of “radio- 
activity,” as in radio waves and 
radiation (“Radio-activity, is in the 
air for you and me.”), it hit a nerve 
that had almost gone numb ona 
continent saturated with “safe” 
nuclear power. 

On Die Mensch-Maschine the aes- 
thetic of remembering futures past 
is developed to its fullest, the music 
being sensationally modern for its 
time, while simultaneously firmly 
grounded in neoclassicism: the 
processed vocals, home-built drum 
pads, sequencers, and synths mim- 
icking the percussion, violins, viola, 
rhythm guitar, and croon of cabaret 
bands long gone. 


SO COOL IT BURNS 

The theme loosely holding the 
album together is the relationship 
between man and machine: the 
gigantic conurbation—the metropo- 
lis and the specialization and com- 
modification of the human being— 
as in the hit single “Das Model,” the 
first German single to top the UK 
charts. But while the inspiration for 
the tracks may have come from 
Kraftwerk’s immediate surround- 
ings in the industrial heartland of 
the Rhein, and the slick, fashionable 
scene in their hometown (“Das 
Model”, for instance, inspired by 
one of Diisseldorf’s most prominent 
models, Christa Becker, who mem-

Rodrigues to know that she had found the 
instrument of her dreams. In fact, it basical- 
ly only took-one note. As soon as the 
Hammond B-3’s internal organs began 
vibrating and that single sound came out, 
she was hooked. 

For the string-raised, classically trained 
piano player, something shifted. 

“The instrument chose me,” explains 
the 26-year-old Edmonton-born jazz musi- 
cian. “It's a machine and an instrument at 
the same time. There’s a whole starting 
sequence you have to follow, it’s like start- 
ing a jet plane. As soon as | got a note out 
of it, that was it.” 

Rodrigues began playing piano at age five 
and played double bass and viola during her 
school years before shifting to jazz at age 
14, She later studied with local legend 
Tommy Banks as well as Chris Andrew 
and Charlie Austin.

A few years after graduating from the 
Jazz program at McGill University in Mon- 
treal (where she currently lives and works 
composing and arranging music), Rodrigues 
decided it was time to fully understand the 
B-3’s secrets and headed down to Florida 
to study the instrument with the great Dr. 
Lonnie Smith. 

With Soul Project, her first recorded ven- 
ture, released in early February, Rodrigues 
showcased her unequivocal talent and 
knack for infectious jazz grooves (a la 
Medeski, Martin & Wood).

Women with no regrets 
speak out about their abortions 


IMAGINE HAVING AN ABORTION 
and not regretting it. In fact, imagine 
being glad you that did. Patricia Beninato 
is not sorry. She even created a website 
to let people know it. 

Imnotsorry.net is a breath of fresh air 
in the fetid rhetoric of the anti-choice 
movement that would have you believe 
an abortion automatically turns you into 
a drugging, boozing, sexually dysfunc- 
tional, depressed, guilty, suicidal basket 
case. 

Even the pro-choice movement, while 
celebratory of a woman's right to 
choose, is seldom positive about the 
experience itself, more often pairing the 
word “choice” with the word “difficult.” 
It’s all so joyless. 

Which is not to say that choosing to 
end a pregnancy isn’t a difficult choice 
But truth be told, for many women | 
know, it was a no-brainer. And they 
actually felt joy and relief afterwards 
They were ready to kiss the ground of 
the country they live in because they 
didn't have to sneak into a back alley and 
have some questionable doctor shove 
acid tablets into their uterus for a ridicu- 
lous sum of money in order to terminate 
their pregnancy 

It boggles my mind that anyone would 
want to go back to that, when, the pro- 
cedure can be what Sunny describes on 
Imnotsorry.net at “An experience that 
felt little more than an annual pap smear 
and was over in less than five minutes.” 
Because it’s not as though making abor- 
tions illegal and unavailable stops women 
from wanting to terminate unwanted 
pregnancies. It just means they stand a 
better chance of dying in the process 

Imnotsorry.net is full of stories of 
women who are happy about their deci- 
sions to abort. And if it seems wrong to 
put “happy” and “abort” in the same sen- 
tence, that's precisely why Richmond, 
Virginia based Beninato started the web- 
site.

SCREWED UP 
“| picture a teenager, scared to frig- 
ging death about being pregnant, typing 
in ‘abortion,’ and getting all these sites 
telling her how bad she’s going to feel if 
she has the procedure,” she says in an 
article about the site from In These Times 
magazine. “I want her to find us, too, and 
to hear real women describe the actual 
procedure. | want her to hear that she 
can feel happy about having an abortion. | 
want to make sure she knows that she 
doesn't have to be intimidated and have 
babies she doesn’t want. | want her to 
know there's another reality out there.” 
Meghann, one of the women who 
shares her story on the site, is happy. 
She’s especially happy she is about to 
graduate with her bachelor’s degree. She 
wouldn’t have been able to if she and her 
boyfriend hadn't decided to abort when 
she became pregnant at 19 because they 
were too embarrassed to buy condoms 
in the small town in which they lived. 
Sunny is educated, happily married, 
and financially secure, not the irresponsi- 
ble screw-up our culture likes to imagine 
when. it comes to women who have 
abortions. She and her husband simply 
did not want kids and as much as they 
tried to hd it, they were feeling the 
opposite of happy. Happiness came after 





“Lam more thankful for my life, my mar- 
riage and my freedom of choice. | am not 
sorry.” 

Lana has had three abortions and 
doesn’t regret a single one. 

“When | was emotionally and finan- 
cially ready [to become a mother], | did, 
and | believe I'm a good mother,” writes 
Lana. “| regret that | was so foolish in the 
past, but | don’t regret my abortions, for 
one minute. Having those was the best 
thing | ever did for myself, or for any 
children | might have had. | was far too 
unstable then, emotionally, for mother- 
hood. I’m not sorry, and | never will be.” 


PREGNANCY: 
PUBLIC PROPERTY 

Despite everything the anti-choice 
movement would have you believe, these 
women aren't suffering Post-Abortion 
Syndrome (PAS) or Post-Traumatic 
Abortion Syndrome (PTAS), conditions 
the Anti-choice movement say women 
suffer even though the American 
Psychological Association and the 
American Psychiatric Association denies 
either exist. 

In fact, researchers believe the fact 
that women feel the need to keep abor- 
tion secret, because of fear of disap- 
proval, actually increases stress. In other 
words, the very hysterical rhetoric of the 
anti-choice movement itself may be caus- 
ing some of the symptoms they are 
attributing simply to the act of having an 
abortion. 

If a woman wants to pump her boobs 
full of silicone—while some may think 
she’s an idiot—we shrug it off and accept 
that it’s her body to do what she wants 
to with. But put a fertilized egg in there 
and suddenly, she’s public domain. 

Girlfriends have told me that when 
they were pregnant, perfect strangers felt 
entitled to touch their pregnant stom- 
achs, as if having a baby in there suddenly 
makes it public property.
